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Cotumbarium 

is the name given to a vault which 
contains a series of niches, each of 
which holds one or two urns of ashes. 
For hundreds of years, Christians have 
buried their loved ones on church 
grounds. Such action gives testimony 
to our faith in the God who created us 
and loves us, and to whom each of us 
returns at death. 

The Columbarium Committee has 
worked nearly two years on this project 
for Faith Lutheran. 
The Church 
Council approved 
the Committee's 
recommendation 
for an outdoor 
columbarium. It 
will be placed 
north of the 
Sanctuary in an 
area sheltered 
from the street by tall shrubs. The 
chosen vault is a round moveable 
structure, approximately five feet high 
and six and a half feet in diameter, 
which houses 80 niches. The vault is 
made of reddish brown granite that 
goes well with the church's stucco and 
the grass/paving stone area where it is 
to be placed. Each niche is faced with 
granite that will be engraved with the 
name(s) and the date of birth and 
death of the person(s) whose remains 
are enclosed in the niche. 



The Committee must now educate the 
congregation as to how the columbar- 
ium will be managed and to determine 
those people who are interested in 
purchasing one or more niches. In 
order for the project to proceed, a 
minimum of 40 niches must be sold in 
advance. This will provide the funds 
needed to purchase the vault and to 
prepare the designated space. 

Prior to the arrival and placement of 
the columbarium, the niches will be 
sold for $1,000 each but thereafter 
will sell for $1,200 each. This pricing 

plan is an 
incentive for 
purchasing niches 
in advance so the 
project can pro- 
ceed. Money will 
be set aside for 
perpetual care of 
the columbarium, 
and in this regard 
it is intended to 
be revenue-neutral to the church. No 
niches will actually be sold until at 
least 40 or more have been reserved 
and the Church Council has given it's 

final approval. 

Members of the Columbarium Commit- 
tee will be available at a table in the 
Centrum for the next three Sundays 
(February 11, 18 and 25) to provide 
information and to answer questions.
